Ross says “‘the damning facts are 
not drawn from bolshevik sources, 
but from documents and nonbo!- 
shevik sources.” The New York 
publishers announce “Prof. Ross is 
not at all a Socialist. He is an old- 
time economist who never has put 
faith in the economic experiment 
tried in Russia, but he is deter- 
mined to show up the deceits prac- 
ticed upon his fellow countrymen.”
